A TT is ona 
well-prepared course while a motocross 
utilizes as much natural terrain as possible. 
(That's the way it’s supposed to be, anyway.) 
The machines used are radically different 
from one another, particularly in regards to 
frame geometry, tires, and type of engine 
used. 
A motorcycle doesn’t have to be anything 
special in order for some manufacturers to 
classify it as an “MX” model. But to be a 
good one, it has to be light, agile, have a wide 
powerband, superior handling under all 
conditions, and be reliable at least until the 
race is over. According to John Banks, the 
perfect motocrosser will decompose a minute 
after the final moto. 

If you want the best all-around bike for 
both street and motocross, we're afraid you're 
going to have to build it yourself because no 
one else will ever know what -your 
requirements are...Ed.

“Dirt riding as we know it,” Chuck 
Clayton tells us, in commenting on 
Nixon’s off-road riding Presidential 
Proclamation, “will be blown off the 
map of America," And Mr. M.O.R.E., 
Russ Sanford, fells that “...the judge 
(presumably Nixon) has just declared 
the death penalty, but has smoothed it 
over by allowing the victim to state 
whether he prefers hanging, drowning, 
electrocution or terminal sodomy.” 

the other hand, Cycle News 
columnist Maureen Lee hasn’t given up 
the fight yet, but does allow that 
"..now we're up against the Panzer 
divisions, the Federal Government, and 
they mean business." 

If I understand Clayton's 
*as-we-know-it" phrase; and if I 
understand the intended victim of 
Sanford’s “terminal sodomy” and if I 
understand the issue that necessitates a 
fight with Lee’s “Panzer division” — if I 
understand all of this — and I think I do 
— then I’ve got some news. Off-road 
motorcycle riding “tas we know it” isn’t 
dying. It’s dead. Has been since the 
infamous San Bernardino County 
ordinance that all but abolished off-road 
riding in that county. Indeed, we 
received a temporary reprieve. But as 
the saying goes, the die had been cast. 

All of the aforementioned authors 
feel there is at least a slight chance to 
save off-road riding “as we know it” if 
we'll flex our political muscles and 
deluge our “officials whom we elect 
with letters. I don’t believe it. Dead is 
dead, and the last resurrection I know 
anything about occurred nearly 2000 
years ago. Furthermore, no amount of 
erasable bond is going to spade the earth 
and open a closed casket. In fact, I’m 
not sure whether erasable bond has any 
effect on live issues, much less dead 
ones. I tend to agree with a person I 
knew in school who referred to the art 
of writing letters to legislators as a 
"Revolving Paper-Mill Fantasy." His 
thesis was that most of those “officials 
whom we elected" receive the letters, 
send back -courteous 
thank-you-for-your-interest replies and 
proceed exactly as they damned well 
pleased. This is perhaps cynical and not 
exactly accurate. But it does contain a 
germ of truth about the effectiveness of 
letter writing campaigns, particularly 
when you can’t muster an impressive 
number of participants. 

But back to the issue at hand. Nixon, 
in his proclamation dated February 8, 
1972, has made clear that he wants to 
restrict land use by recreational vehicles. 
Essentially, the President wants to 
establish separate areas on 
government-owned property for 
motorized off-road recreation. He is 
asking the various federal agencies to 


inventory their domains and to 
recommend areas and trails suitable for 
off-road riding. 


And although I disagree with most of . 
what Nixon stands for (and is); and 
although I feel that there are many 
objectionable statements in the 
Presidential Proclamation (including the 
absolute veto right delegated to the 
various agency heads); and although I 
believe that the opinions of the 
aforementioned authors are completely 
sincere — I still bascially agree with the 
Presidential Proclamation. I must throw 
in my lot with the Motorcycle Industry 
Council, whose Board of Directors passed

To explain why I personally endorse 
Nixon’s policy, I am including excerpts 
from one chapter in a forthcoming book 
on dirt riding that I am writing for 
Bond, Parkhurst and Bond. 


“By actual count, I have 14 magazine 
articles and editorials in my dog-eared 
manila folder, labeled Ecology and Land 
Use. I have read them all at least once, 
along with ad infinitum other 
newspaper and magazine articles that I 
have either discarded or forgotten to 
file. Mostly they are written by Editors 
or Assistant Editors or Feature Editors 
of motorcycle magazines, although a 
few have been written by bona fide 
Environmentalists or leaders of 
motorcycle groups, who have taken 
Creeping Bureaucracy to task and won 
this and that minor victory for our 
God-given sport. 

“Some of them are good, some of 
them bad. Some of them are logical, 
some are stupid. Some are cleverly 
written, some are mockeries of the 
English language. 

“But all of them, all of them without 
exception, espouse a central theme: We 
must fight for our God-given right to 
ride helter-skelter across any chunk of 
land that we so desire. After all, they 
seem to ask, isn’t that what 
motorcycling’s all about? Isn’t 
motorcycling individuality and freedom 
to roam from Sea to Shining Sea 
without restriction? To conquer the 
inconquerable? To escape burgeoning 
suburbia. To do our thing if and when 
we please. Isn’t that it? 

“And if that’s the case — which 
surely it is — we must unite, form voting 
blocks, write our legislators, demand an 
end to harassment and restrictions. We 
must oppose those Eco-freaks, those 
scare artists, who, like Krushovek 
(shudder!), are trying to buy us and our 
sport. We must save ourselves from 
those who don't understand us. On top 
of all that, we must placate our enemies 
by showing them that we are, indeed, 
not Hell's Angels, heaven forbid. We 
must pick up trash at riding areas to 
show them that we are Good People, 
not one-percenters. We must voluntarily 
muffle our bikes so they will know that 
Good. People are policing themselves. 
We must put 50 gallon trash cans in the 
middle of the desert and plant trees and 
build bridges for horsemen and hikers in 
the High Sierras. And we must make 
sure that the Mass Media knows about 
these Good Deeds by the Good People. 

"But it is not just misunderstanding 
that we must fight. There is also a 
conspiracy. People — businessmen, 
posey-sniffers, cattlemen, miners, and 
the like — have joined forces with the 
Eco-freaks and are trying to take our 
land away from us. They are greedy, 
these people, only interested in what's 
best for them. They give not one damn 
for us or our rights. They want the land, 
whatever the cost. As Gordon Jennings 
pointed out in his Nov. 1971 article in 
Cycle magazine, they're the cowboys 
and we're the Indians. And you know 
what they want to do to us, don't you? 
They — sit down if you're not already

“In case you haven’t guessed, I am 
not totally in sympathy with the 
Editors and Assistant Editors and 
Feature Editors that have written the 14 
articles in my dog-eared manila folder. I 
am not totally in sympathy with the 
actions being taken by much of the 
motorcycle industry, or the various 


lobbyists that represent our interests. At. 


best, I think they are naive, and at worst 
I think they are, and will probably 
continue to be, ineffectual. 
Furthermore, I am sick and tired of the 
bombastic attitude of most of my 
two-wheeled bretheren regarding our 
rights. Here they see their planet being 
snuffed out right before their very eyes 


and they continue to talk about 
‘pollution hysteria’, the ‘Bambi 
syndrome’ and all that other 
tommy-rot. 


“Look: It is an indisputable fact the 
motorcycles can be, and frequently are, 
destroyers (or at best, spoilers) of the 
land. Go to any heavily-ridden area and 
take note of the ruts and erosion and 
missing vegetation. It is also an 
indisputable fact that land is becoming 
more scarce with each passing day, 
newborn babe and nuclear power plant. 
It is a further indisputable fact that 
some of our worst enemies are within 
our own ranks — primarily, those 
fledgling riders with zero consideration 
for other people of their rights. 


“Along with this, consider the other 
demands on land. Consider the hikers, 
the campers, the horsemen, the 
bird-watchers, the rock hounds. 
Consider three-quarter of the rest of the 
recreating population, whose activities, 
by and large, are incompatible with our 
own. Then what do we have? An 
impasse? Do we continue to whine and 
nag, to write letters to our 
Congressmen? Do we continue to 
insistently beg for the right to traverse 
the land at will? Do we continue to 
believe that our opponents will be 
appeased by reducing noise to 92 
decibles, when 85 decibles can cause 
loss of hearing? 

“Not if were serious about the 
future of off-road riding, we don’t. Not 
at least in my opinion, which is worth 
just as much as the 14 opinions in my 
manila envelope. 

“Let’s face it: Less Sound, More 
Ground is a fine rallying point, a 
welcome relief for those that spend 
much time in the pit areas at 
competition events. But it is not the 
final solution. I do not believe that 
many non-motorcycle people can tell 
the difference between 100dbA and 
92dbA, and I don’t believe that our 
muffling action is going to make much 
of a dent in their armor. Furthermore, 
while I strongly believe that all bikes 
should be muffled, I believe that it is 
just another defensive move that will do 
little for the future of the sport. Just 
like building bridges and putting trash 
cans in the desert. Of course, of course, 
we should continue to do these things. 
But we must not become a sniveling 
bunch of apologists. 

“We must take the offensive. We 
must welcome, ‘indeed, fight for, those 
reservations. We must stake out our 
claims on the land before there is no

longer any land to be claimed. We must 
recognize our responsibilities to the land 
and to other people’s rights. We must be 
responsible in our demands, but we 
must nevertheless demand. 

“We must point out to the Sierra 
Club and other conservationists that our 
fight is their fight. We must make them 
see that the only way to stop mass land 
spoilage by recreational vehicles is to 
create many, large, suitable areas for our 
sport. We must convince them of the 
analogy between the Prohibition of 
liquor and the outlawing of recreational 
vehicles — i.e., that people will continue 
to do as they damn well please unless 
provided with acceptable substitutes. 


“This we must do if there is to be 
any off-road riding ten years from now. 

“This is going to take a lot of time, a 
lot of money, and a lot of brilliant, 
clever, behind-the-scenes maneuvering. 
We have the nucleus for such activity 
right now in the AMA and the MIC. But 
whether or not they’re willing to take 
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what I consider to be the necessary `` 


steps is another question. First, of 
course, must come a change in attitude, 
a change in tactics. Then they must go 
outside of the industry and hire 
professionals; professional moneyraisers, 
professional organizers, professional 
lobbyists, professional PR men and 
image makers (the present incestuous 
relationship between the industry and 
its lobbyists/PR men is neither adequate 
nor satisfactory). 
should be apparent to veteran 
motorcyclists that riders are not capable 
or willing to organize themselves. 

They — the professionals — must 
then study our present and future needs 
and recommend an adequate but 
reasonable share of the pie. And they 
must — must — persuade government(s) 
to act upon these recommendations. 
They must make government(s) see that 
we have as much right to public land 
monies as the golfer; that we have the 
right to separate and specific areas to 
conduct our sport; that we have a vested 
interest in protecting the land. There 
must be publicly supported areas close 
to metropolitan areas, where riders.can 
spend a morning or afternoon. There 
must be numerous large areas a few 
hours away from the metropolises, with 
hundreds of miles of trails and space 
enough for competition events, And 
there must be areas in our National 
forests set aside specifically for. trail 
riders, where motorcyclists and their 
families can camp and enjoy their sport 
amidst the country's abounding beauty. 

"Because if they don't, brother, 
you'd better buy your kid a set of golf 
clubs instead of a mini-bike. 

© “Of course I will be accused of 
treason and heresy by many of my 
motorcycling friends by daring to utter 
these words. But I consider them to be 
true and the only conceivable salvation 
for our sport.” 


And that’s how I feel. I see Nixon’s 
proclamation as opening the door in our 
quest for specific riding areas. As I see 
it, our fight is in convincing the various 
agencies to designate adequate and 
suitable areas for us. If we fight the 
good fight and do the job, we may not 
enjoy off-road riding “as we know it”, 
but at least, by God, we'll be able to 
ride off the road.

MARYSVILLE, CAL., Feb. 27, 1972 — 
More than 200 riders turned out for the 
Yuba-Sutter Motorcycle Club's first 
motocross of the 1972 season.

One of them did it in two 
classes, Carl Cranke (Pen, CZ) won the 
125 and 250 Expert classes. 

There were only six riders in the 
Open Expert class but it couldn't have 
been more exciting if there had been 
sixty. In the first moto Allen Yarrow 
(м had it sacked up until the last 30 
eet. At that point the lead changed 
three times, and before we knew what 
had happened Lonnie Forman took the 
checkered flag with Robert Harshburger 
not more than four inches behind him. 
Yarrow fell down just in front of the 
flag man, got up,.and pushed across for 
a. third. This race seemed to inspire the 
rest .of the riders because there were 
many finishes like this in other classes. 


When the rubber band snapped for 
the second round of the Open Expert 
class, it was hard to believe what we 
saw: Almost a dead heat into and out of 
the first turn. In the first lap the lead 
changed eight times! Yarrow was ahead 
when they went by followed closely by 
Forman, Harshburger and Larry 
Muldock (Suz). The lead changed three 
or four times in the next two laps. As 
they came around the last turn and 
down the last straight away Harshburger 
shot past both Foreman and Yarrow 
and into the lead. Forman wasn't having 
that so he got a big handful of throttle 
and hung on. He got by Yarrow, and 
then he came along side of Harshburger. 
At the flag it was Forman by the width 
of a nob on his front tire. The third 
moto was a replay of the first two. I 
must say I was completely exhausted 
just watching. 

In the Open Amateur class Mike 
Hammel (CZ) took the first moto over 
when Buzz Presser (CZ) fell down early 
and couldn't catch up. Buz came back 
in the second and third for wins. 
Hammel took two seconds and a first to 
come up with enough points to edge out 
Buz for first place brass.

He 
took two firsts and a second to take 
first place brass. Rick Morray came up 
second with one second and two fifths. 

The 125 Experts ran with the 
Amateurs. Carl Cranke (Pen) went to an 
easy win after the only competition he 
had, Lonnie Forman, lost control of his 
Carabela on the first turn and went 
down taking Rick Greeves (Yam) with 
him.. In a display of good 
sportsmanship, Foreman wouldn't 
continue until Geeves was able to do the 
same.

Just the mention of 
these two names makes for 
disqualification as an important rule in 
this type of racing is that one rider must 
be a Novice or be unrated. They really 
didn't care and had to drop out towards 
the end with the motor running sour. 

Probably one. of the great things 
about this type of action is that one 
never really knows if the guy you are 
following around the track is right in 
front of you on the scoreboard or many 
laps ahead or behind. The best bet is 
still consistency and being able to keep 
the motor running for the entire two 
hours. 

This makes for the great amount of 


coming in second and Russ Powell (Hus) 
third. 

The last 500 Senior battle saw 
Franklin and Huffman dicing for first 
again but something happened to 
Franklin, he started to slow and lose 
some palces. Russ Powell moved in 
second. Huffman took an easy first, 
Powell second and Franklin took third 
overall. Loose mounting bolts were 
responsible for Franklin’s place-loss — 
he was conserving the motor. 

Greg Hubbs (Bul) dominated the 250

a titanium-framed Maico...

Mike Chamberlain — bet you haven’t 
seen that name in the results columns 
for several months. Why? Two reasons. 
First, Mike has been patiently working 
at opening up his new shop in 
Northridge, Calif. Second, he has been 
patiently awaiting the arrival of the 
parts for his Titanium-framed 400cc 
Maico. 

“Wow! I am really stoked,” he said 
Saturday at Indian Dunes while strolling 
about watching the Viewfinders GP 
bash. “Some guy, I think he works for 
Indian Dunes, told me that when I was 
out riding it here a few days ago, that I 
equalled John DeSoto’s record time on 
the old-course. | don't know how 
accurate that is, but I do know I was 
going much, much faster than I ever 
have before." 

This is after we watched Mike's first 
ride on the new machine two weeks 
earlier. Even then he was happy, but a 
bit reluctant to wind her out since she 
had a total of 0.0 miles on the engine. 
After a few tours of the Dunes course, 
Mike gave the bike up to Paul Boudreau, 
C-N's resident hot-crosser. 

"It's definitely got the bite. It just 
doesn't want to do anything wrong. It's 
really easy to handle, but on the jumps 
— heh, that's wild. It's like an airplane. 
But I think my Suzuki can take it on 
the straight.” So we asked why. “The 
gearing — it just hasn't got the pull." 

Saturday, Mike had a gleam in his 
eye. "I changed the sprocket — 13 
teeth. It's different bike. I'm gonna ride 
next Sunday, I don't know where, but 
I'm. gonna ride.” 

* * * 

Mike Chamerlain’s titanium-framed 
Maico is the first in the U.S. Many 
alterations have been incorporated in 
the final setup to make it look less than 
a Maico. Total weight is 192 pounds, 
but Mike hopes to subtract a few more 
ticks when the final machine is ready 
after a few months of racing. 

Tom Kelsey of Titanium Racing 
Products helped design and manufacture 
the frame and supplied all the titanium 
products. From front to rear, here’s 


what they did to it: 

——They removed the rim locks and 
substituted an old 360 Husky front hub 
for the stocker. 


——The fork tubes were modified 
internally. 


—-—Utilized titanium handlebars. 
Experimental plastic handles may be 
added soon. 


——Replaced the standard Maico tank 
with a 1.1 gallon Webco tank. 


——The barrel fins were drilled out 
for a two-pound weight reduction; 


——The cases are altered and stripped 
of excessive weight; 


——Standard items are replaced with 
Wheelsmith pegs and a Torsten Hallman 
brake lever; 


——The fenders were replaced with 
Rahm Engineering’s super-light, 
batterproof cycolac plastic, about half 
the weight; 


——Rear anchor arm is identical to 
that used by Werner Schutz when he 
was here in America (and stayed with 
Chamberlain); and 


——The swing arm is titanium. 


Of other items Mike is currently 
tossing about in his head, one is a 
titanium expansion chamber. Also, all 
weighty pieces will be replaced with 
aluminum if possible. 

The 400 also has a 250 clutch 
sidecase, which makes it a little more 
narrow and lighter. 

Chamberlain says although his bike 
is the only one in the country at this 
time, his new shop at 17027 Roscoe 
Blvd., Northridge, Calif., can set other 
machines up as well. It is rather 
expensive (the finished product will be 
worth about $3000 or more) but will 
make the difference between a first and 
a fourth or fifth, depending upon the 
rider's ability.

When this year began, I published a couple of 
columns exhorting, challenging Americans to produce 
another great motorcycle, in addition to the sole 
surviving All-American, Harley-Davidson twins. I even 
offered “to co-ordinate communications. between 
readers interested in promotion of a new all-American 
motorcycle factory.” 

The need for this project grows more apparent day 
by day. Rising import costs, followed by sinking 
dollars, the new 20% rise of shipping costs and the 
rampant transport strikes combine to whip the 
project into being, whether I co-ordinate 
communications or not. There are at least three 
private projects aimed at producing an all-American 
motorcycle that are being very secretive. One 
company in Dallas, Texas is said to be developing a 
new big-engined automatic designed to go after the 
police business. My old friend J. Raymond Wilkinson 
(founder of J&R Silencer Co. and far-out inventor) is 
said to have something cooling in Boise, Idaho. 
Possibly it involves his intriguing little 
*'wiggle-waggle" engine. The American Mustang 
350cc will probably be back in production this year. 
And I have been sworn into confidence on another 
private project that the inventors fear will be pirated 
if word gets out. 

.But funnelled through my offices are some two 
dozen very likely prospects for a new All-American

Motorcycle Project. Russ Shreve of Michigan, 
inventor of the DiffBrake and a master at developing 
turn-key manufacturing operations, has offered to 
help devise the product development plan.

massive Betor forks and satin alloy 
steering head impressed, duly, more 
than a few, as the elusive Full Bore tires,

On first sight the Yankee seems a bit 
intimidating, with the heads peeking up 
at you around the tank, and with 310 
lbs., one is hard put visualizing oneself 
waltzing through the close-knit 
woodlands and “strangler mud” known 
to the Northeastern and Mid-western 
states. Just the thing for the desert, I’d 
say. The image of the bike changes to 
that of ‘‘widow-maker” as the district 
manager talks of running the fire trails 
at 90 mph.

But then, how, despite 
weight, to convince consumers the 
Yankee can beat the socks off a 5-speed

Riding the 500 twin here was a 
discouraging impossibility for all but a 
few who were on hand when the bike 
came, in the wee hours of the night. The 
next day, and until the Yankee left the 
Mid-west, we saw rain, snow and average 
temperatures the lowest since the 
1800's. Maybe it was just as well; the 
legal dirt is 50 miles away. So, in the 
confines of the shop a demonstration 
proved the Yankee twin 2-stroke does 
have the torque of a cement truck; at a 
tickle off idle it pushed across the floor, 
in third gear with the front brake 
locked! To use the Yankee around here 
to its potential, you had better know 
what you're doing, 'cause ain't nothing 
gonna save you from dem trees. 

The Yankee 500 Twin is a machine, 
it was said, for all season; not unlike the 
Matchless; i.e., it looks good with 
clip-ons, larger carbs and road racing 
tires. But no one. has explained that 
front drum and rear disk arrangement!

Dave Smith of Lakewood, Calif., rode 
his Don Vesco Yamaha to a narrow 
victory over Kenny Roberts in the 
250cc combined 100-mile road race. 
There were a record 46 lead changes, 
surpassing the old record of 45 set in 
1965. 

Smith and Roberts exchanged the 
lead six times on the last lap as Smith 
covered the 100 miles at a new record 
average speed of 101.497. 

Kel Carruthers, holder of the old 
record of 101.266 and winner of the 
event the past two years, was an early 
leader but became a victim of "engine 
failure". Gary Fisher and Don Emde 
were also among the leaders but Fisher 
retired with mechanical problems and 
Emde unloaded coming out of the 
infield entrance turn. 

Smith, who had been sidelined for 
months with a broken wrist, collected 
$2,400 for his winning performance. An 
estimated crowd of 21,500 watched. 

Gary Fisher stayed with the front 
runners in the early stages but was 
sidelined with mechanical trouble at the 
halfway mark. Smith and Roberts 
stretched out their lead in the closing 
laps, leaving Robert Winters and Ray 
Hempstead to fight for third place.

swap the lead right up to the wire. On 
the final lap Smith led by three feet 
coming out of the infield and on to the 
high bank, but coming out on the back 
straight Roberts got by. He moved out 
strongly on the backstretch, and it 
appeared that the rookie Expert would 
do it again. But Smith wasn't having any 
as he swept by in the last turn to take 
the checkers by four lengths.

CARLSBAD, CAL., March 12, 
1972-Judging from today's racing at 
Carlsbad raceway, the CMC has 
organized its events for the participant 
and not the spectator.

There's always one wife or mother who 
thinks her guy did better than he really 
did. Then there's usually a lightweight 
in with the heavies; this time a Husky go 
in the Open class and Heavyweight 
Steward Tom Center was right in the 
same class with him so you can imagine 
how that one is going to turn out. 

The one that I’m waiting to hear on 
is the 250 Novice. The race is under 
protest. The guy who won it signed in as 
a Novice but is actually a CMC Expert. 
And he sure didn’t ride like any novice 
I've seen! Now, the rule book says that 
if you are signing in at an AMA race for 
the first time you will be classified as a 
Novice. Okay. But what about guys like 
this who plenty of people know is an 
Expert or Amateur im another 
recognized organization? It’s not fair to 
the rest of the Novices, is it? Even if he 
does get transferred right after this race, 
he’s still taken a GP win away from 
someone. 

* * * 

If I were that chap and they insisted 
I ride Novice even though I held an 
Expert card, I wouldn’t sign in. Pride 


wouldn’t let me. 
* * * 


Some of your riders should put in 
your little think tanks, should you have 
aspirations to ride the AMA-FIM 
motocrosses. I’ve been browsing 
through my new rule books to find the 
changes etc. and the only way you can 
get a professional AMA Novice license is 
to be graded an “A” rider in an AMA 
District. (“A” this year stands for 
Expert and “B” for Junior in Sportsman

To me, they are just funky names for 
funky-looking machines that are fiction. 
to me. 

You look in his eyes and you find 
out these machines did exist just like his 
Sportster sitting outside the window 
still exists. Real machines, and good 
machines. Turn on the throttle and they 
go. And it felt just as good then as it 
does now. 

In 1950 Crocker owned a shop and 
built “The Brute”, a bike that was 
capable of 138 mph. He sold the shop a 
year later. C.B. Clausen got hold of the 
machine and tuned it up for the land 
speed record. Jim Hunter rode it at 224 
mph at Bonneville. Since that time Joe 
has made all sorts of headway into the 
science of motorcycle performance. 

Lately he has been tinkering with 
Mikunis for Sportster fans. He ran 
Mikuni’s largest, a 38mm, òn his 
63-incher for a while but decided the 
Harley was still hungry. So the 
distributor gave him this 44mm to see 
how it works. It seems to work fine. 

Mikunis are already a legend in their 
own time. From what I’ve read, I would 


racing, just when we were all still trying 
to break ourselves of calling Juniors 
"Amateurs", Oi vay!). 

If you live in a district with no such 
grading system then letters are necessary 
for you to obtain your license with 
proof of two years active Amateur 
competition from the people you have 
been riding with or the recommendation 
of your AMA District referee. Now 
District 37 has its grading system so 
don't expect to ride with other 
organizations as an Expert and expect 
to get an AMA professional license 
unless you are an AMA Amateur 
(Sporting) Expert to. 

Another rule that has been changed 
allowed some of our local troops to 
make it straight to the Amateur class 
without serving their Novice year in the 
professional division. I was just chatting 
this over with Dick Mann one day about 
this. I thought that it might possibly 
work for a TT rider if he was really an 
exceptional scrambles rider beforehand 
but not in flat track. Anyway, a Novice 
pro should really have that first year to 
season. 

Richard didn’t know this had been 
done and definitely disagreed with it. 
Everyone should ride as a pro Novice to 
get that feeling of a pro track and the 
situations found on it, especially in flat 
track. Flat track racing is a different ball 
of wax from just one or two hot turns 
in a scrambles track. 

Another gentleman appeared on the 
scene and thought there was an 
argument going on. He said no one had 
ever transferred without serving a 
Novice year. He had to back down when 
I told him who the riders were, and old 
Bugsy, thoughtful as always, said, “It 
won't happen next year." 

The next year is now here and he's 
right. It won't happen. It's transfer 
points only which can make it hard on a 
guy who is really too big for a ring-ding 
but that's life. I brought this up because 
rumor had it that one of our top 
scrambles riders was going to apply for 


think that every machine alive could run 
better if it were fitted with Mikunis. Of 
course, the Mikuni doesn't necessarily 
carburet better than, say, a 
correctly-tuned Amal GP. It's just that 
they never have to be hassled with once 
they are in tune. 

Harley has been fiddling with twin 
Mikunis for the last couple of years on 
their racers but Sportster owners still 
have to buy their bike with the 
Tillotson, which Crocker feels is 
unsatisfactory, at least, when compared 
to the 44mm Mikuni. The Tillotson is 
harder to start, gives poorer gas mileage, 
and is more prone to clog. “There’s just 
no comparison," says Joe. 

One drawback, though. You'll have 
to redesign your tank. One thing the 
Mikuni won't do is operate upside 
down.

Have you seen the results sheet from 
the Calico Ghost Run Enduro? Of 
course you have. Most of you rode it. 
There were 2200 entries or thereabouts, 
and 1502 finishers! Unless my mental 
computer is badly misadjusted, that’s 
more finishers in that one event than 
District 37 had total in all their enduros 
last year. 

Apparently the key words are “easy” 
and “fun”. One of these days the Sierra 
Club will sponsor an “easy, fun” enduro 
and get rid of all the motorcycles in 
Southern California at one time. The 
third check will be at the bottom of a 
500-foot mine shaft. 

It would serve us right, if for no 
other reason than the unspeakable 
violence with which we have assaulted 
the English language. An “easy, fun” 
test of endurance. How about sky diving 
as an uplifting experience? Or Today’s 
Army Wants To Join You. When we 
stop thinking about what words mean, 
we stop thinking. 

At any rate, it appears that everyone 
loves an easy, fun enduro so here’s 
another one. This one, however, is 
different in one important respect. The 
money that’s made from it will go to 
serve a very important purpose. Last 
November a fellow by the name of 
Larry McClellan was badly hurt while 
practicing for the Barstow-to-Vegas 
race. Larry, a member of the 
Stumpjumpers and the Sidehack Ass’n. 
was riding his sidehack at Escape 
Country. The hack flipped and landed 
on Larry’s head, smashing his helmet 
and his skull. Larry’s tough. He spent 
nine weeks in the intensive care unit of 
the Mission Viejo Hospital but he 
survived. Whether or not his survival 
means anything or not depends on you. 

Many of Larry’s critical facilities 
were damaged by the accident. Much of 
his memory, much of his skill is gone. 
He is still in the hospital. He needs 
thousands of dollar worth of medical 
care and physical therapy before he can 
resume his normal life. There isn’t any 
money right now. We, (which means 
me, the Stumpjumpers, the Sidehack 
Ass’n., Larry’s wife Elaine and his two 
kids) are all hoping that enough of you 
will sign up for this enduro to pay for 
the help Larry needs. 

First prize in this enduro isn’t going 
to be another brass trophy. Most of you 
have more than enough of them already 
(ha!). First prize is a brand spanking 
new Yamaha DT-2. Now you've got to 
admit, that's worth riding for, right? 
For other prizes there is right now over 
$1,000 worth of merchandise and the 
list is still growing. Helmets, leathers, 
tools, accessories, you name it and 
somebody donated it or something like 
it. Maybe some of you other business 
types could donate something, too. 
There's nothing like a bit of charity, 
especially if it's nice, positive, 
tax-deductible advertising, right? It 
would be nice if there was a prize for 
everybody who rode. 

Now you're probably figuring that a 
nice new Yamaha is a great first prize 
but what chance have I got to win it? 
Well we figure that everybody has a 
pretty good chance because that’s the 
way it’s rigged. If it was run like a 
normal enduro, we could figure on Bob 
Steffan or Dave Ekins or Dave Evans 
winning, and that wouldn’t be any fun 
at all so this is going to be a leetle beet 
different. One of them might still win it, 
but they’re going to have to work a 
little bit harder and have a bit of luck 
besides. 

At this point let me reassure you a 
little bit. This really is a nice, easy, fun 
run. I’m not going to call it an enduro, 
‘cause it isn’t. It requires about the 
same level of skill as the Calico run, 
which is to say you have to be 
absolutely positive about which handle 
is the brake and which is the clutch. If 
there’s even the tiniest doubt in your 
mind, don’t ride this one. Send in an 
entry cause we need the money but 
develop a virus or something on race 
day. The run is 70 miles long (two 
35-mile loops) and there's not much dirt 
road. It's cross-country trails so you'll 
have a good ride and maybe be a might 
tired at the end, but if you can ride 70 
miles of trail at all you can finish. 

Every once in a while I get the 
feeling that people think I write sort of 
tongue-in-cheek. This comes across most 
strongly. when somebody. in. a. District 
37 meeting turn beet red and hollers at 
the top of his fungs “Schneiders, you're 





full of pucky!" or some equally 
offensive and improbably substance. So 
I would like to reassure everybody that 
I am definitely not writing in what I like 
to refer to as my “whimsical” mode. 
The Stumpjumpers laid out the course 
for this run and I rode it. The first loop 
is. very easy. The second loop 15 
moderately easy. There is nothing 
dangerous on either loop. And to make 
doubly sure that no one has a bad 
experience, you'll ride the very easy 
loop first. If you have trouble with that 
one, just quit and drink beer the rest of 
the day and you'll still enjoy yourself. 
We have arranged it so that the better 
riders will have a challenge because we 
want everybody to ride and I'll tell you 
all about that next week. Right now I 
want to do some promoting. 

The Stumpjumpers are not an enduro 
club and to say they're a bit short of 
enduro talent would be understating the 
case considerably. So I would take it as 
a personal favor if some Class A enduro 
rider with a very accurate speedometer 
would volunteer to check the mileages 
for them. This would naturally 
disqualify you as an entrant, but on the 
other hand it would save you the 
embarrassment of thinking up excuses 
for not winning that Yamaha. 





Next, it would be very nice if 
someone donated some finishing pins. 
Lots of riders can't make themselves 
believe that they rode a race unless they 
have a finishing pin to prove it. They 
won't ride unless finishing pins are 
offered. Buying the pins is out of the 
question because all the money raised is 
going into the fund for Larry. But if 
somebody could donate them, lots of 
love would be generated, especially 
from those for whom you have provided 
some tangible proof of their existence 
and whereabouts on that particular day. 
I don't think anyone would even object 
if you wanted to engrave the back of 
each pin with “Donated by Webfoot” or 
“Flounder” or something. But better 
figure on a lot of them if you offer. 

Next we would like some 
endorsements by nice big-name racing 
stars to use in advertising the event so I 
hereby make an offer. There are going 
to be three classes in the run, A B & C, 
corresponding roughly to expert, 
amateur, and novice. The rules are 
arranged so that the experts have to ride 
a lot faster than the novices in order to 
win the grand prize. But I'm instituting 
a new class for Super Experts and I'm 
going to award one small but elegant 
trophy in this class. This is a class for 
super experts. It’s the ego class, for 
those who are really good or think they 
are. The rules in this class will be tough 
and you don’t have to worry about 
nit-picking things like watches and 
speedometers. To make sure the Super 
Experts don’t use any family types for 
traction, we'll start them off first. 
(That's inducement number 1; no 


dust.) 

The trophy I will award will be 
engraved ‘‘Super Expert——" and 
underneath will be a famous 


personalized Schneiders cynical remark. 
For instance, if somebody named Rich 
wins it, it might be engraved ‘Ron says 
a 400 Suzuki is the ultimate enduro 
bike.” If a guy named Gene won it, 
“Ron says, If you don’t like Huskies, 
the next time you have a race call a 
Badger.” Or if a guy named Jeff won it, 
*So's your old man!" If it went to a guy 
named. Ron S. (not me!) "It couldn't 
have gone to a nicer fellow!" Get the 
idea? 

All Super Experts must send their 
entries in right away, so the club can use 
them for advertising. 

Amongst all this B.S. don't forget the 
real reason for all this. Larry McClellan 
and his family need some help. We're in 
a dangerous sport. Any of us could need 
the same help some day. Send your 
entry in, even if you know you can't 
ride that day. 

Next week we'll tell you all about 
the enduro and give you some hints 
about how to win. Send any standard 
entry form to Stumpjumper's Enduro, 
1133 Sierra Ave., Santa Ana, CA 92707.

Don't forget to include your $5 
entry fee and your class.

CHECKING FOR BAD CRANK SEALS 
ON TWO-STROKE 


One of the most common problems 
with two-stroke engines is failure of the 
crankseals. I don’t mean to say that this 
is a dread disease that will strike the 
minute you invest your hard-earned 
cash in a two-cycle. What I mean is that 
while the two-cycle engine is relatively 
trouble-free (less moving parts, less 
trouble), an engine hasn’t been 
manufactured yet that doesn’t have a 
problem of some sort. 

The principle behind the two-cycle 
engine is that the crankcase must have a 
positive seal so that it will hold a 
vacuum when the piston goes up (to 
draw in the fresh air-gas charge) and also 
hold pressure when the piston comes 
down (to force this mixture up through 
the transfer ports to be compressed and 
fired). 

As the flywheel shafts have to 
protrude out of the crankcases to 
transmit the power (usually on one side 
for drive and on the other for ignition) 
the sealing around the shafts has been 
accomplished by installing double-lip 
seals on each side of the engine. As the 
shafts turns, the seals wear. 

` When these seals get bad, they can 
give you any number of symptoms, such 
as loss of power, lumpy carburetion, 
poor cold-starting and sometimes the 
engine will keep up the RPM’s although 
the throttle has been shut off. 

Of course, some of these problems 
can be caused by other means as well, 
such as a manifold or base gasket air 
leak. Also, a clogged muffler that hasn’t 
been decoked will make the engine run 
poorly and hard to start. Many of the 
symptoms of bad seals are similar to 
other problems so you must find a 
positive system. If you just go ahead 
and replace the seals, it is exasperating 
to find you still have the problem. 

The seal that seems to give the most 
trouble is the one on the magneto side 
because it is exposed to the elements. 
While the other seal is pretty well 
protected, one side by the oil in the fuel 
mixture and on the other by the oil in 
the clutch. 

The rider does have one thing in his 
favor on the clutch-side seal, if it goes 
bad, it will usually show up in the form 
of heavy smoke from the exhaust as 
transmission oil issucked into the crank 
and mixed with the regular fuel 
mixture. By noting the heavy smoke for 
no apparent reason and also finding a 
loss of clutch oil, he can usually figure 
out that the clutch side (or drive side) 
seal has deteriorated and needs 
replacement. 

As the motorcycle industry has 
progressed, sophisticated methods of 
trouble-shooting have come about. One 
of the most imporant is the pressure test 
to determine the condition of the seals 
on a two-stroke. This is a simple matter 
and it is fairly quick. First, seal off the 
exhaust port and the intake port. Then 
pressurize the lower end with low 
pressure and gauge it to detect a drop in 
pressure. This system works well, but 
the equipment is a little expensive for 
the average rider who just uses it 
occasionally. 


There is a way to check the seals that 
require no investment and only a little 
time. If you suspect the dyno-side seal, 
strip off the mag and the stator so you 
can see the seal. Next remove the head 
and cylinder (which is relatively simple 
on a two-stroke) and fill the crankcase 
with a gas-oil mixture. See if it leaks out 
around the seal. If, after a reasonable 
amount of time, no leak is observed, 
drain out the mixture (a siphon will do 
it), reassemble the motor, and look 
elsewhere for your problem. If it leaks, 
simply replace it and you will probably 
have found your problem. If it does not 
leak around the dyno seal but the level 
of fuel goes down, it is probably leaking 
on the clutch side. 


MANIFOLD AIR LEAKS 

A lot of good home mechanics have 
trouble with carburetion due to air leaks 
at the junction of the carburetor and 
intake manifold or the manifold and the 
engine. An air leak here can deal you 
fits when you are trying to tune a 
machine. It is almost impossible to get 
an even tick-over from the engine. Even 
when the throttle is backed off, the 
engine still wants to keep the rev’s up 
before they slowly drop. 

While a bad automatic-advance unit 
can produce some of the same 
symptoms, if an air leak is at all 
suspected, it should be checked out. An 
air leak that just is bothersome at idle 
can be disasterous at higher speeds 
where a piston seizure or a holed piston 
could result. 

The system that I use for checking 
for air leaks may be frowned upon by 
Smokey the Bear, but if a little caution 
is used, you shouldn’t have any trouble. 
I use one of the small squirt bottles such 
as the girls used to put on their setting 
lotion when they give themselves a 
permanent, or any small bottle with a 
squirt-type lid on it. I fill this container 
with a two-cycle gas-oil mix so I can use 
it on four- and two-strokes alike. The 
next step is to get the engine to idle at a 
set speed. The slower the tick-over, the 
better, but even if you can’t bring the 
idle down, you will be able to spot the 
trouble area. 

After the engine has settled down to 
a steady idle, squirt a small amount of 
this mixture around the joint of the 
carburetor and the intake manifold, so 
it runs around the entire joint. 
Remember, if you really douse it, you 
are asking for a fire. 

If there is an air leak, the engine will 
normally stumble and die. At the least, 
it will change the idle and it will be 
apparent to even the untrained ear. 
When the idle has settled down again, 
do the same thing to the joint between 
the intake manifold and the engine just 
in case they both have leaks. 

If there is any doubt in your mind, 
check them again. If you have a bolt-on 
type carb, chances are that the 
mounting flange has been warped from 
overtightening the bolts. It will have to 
be surfaced with a piece of fine 
sandpaper on a section of plate glass or 
other flat surface. Also, check any fiber 
insulating blocks for possible cracks that 
could be causing air leaks.

the county of residence. 

There are many locations within a 
County where a person may register. 
Almost every fire station participates in 
the voter registration program. You can 
determine the nearest place of 
registration by calling either the County 
Clerk’s Office or the County Registrar 
of Voters, if your county has one. The 
telephone numbers can be found under 
the County listings in the white pages of 
your Telephone Directory. Be sure to 
look under the name of your county: 
“Los Angeles, County of”. 

DEPUTY REGISTRARS 

Any citizen may become a Deputy 
Registrar of Voters. It is a simple job 
which requires no financial expense and 
requires only simple training in how to 
fill out the registration forms. Some 
counties even pay a fee for each voter 
registered. In California, Kern County 
pays 30¢, Los Angeles and Sacramento 
Counties pay 25¢ but the average is 
about 10¢ per voter registered. 

We hope to encourage the 
motorcycle dealers to have one of their 
employees become a Deputy Registrar 
so that he might register customers who 
are not yet registered voters. Motorcycle 
clubs should encourage one of their 
members to do the same and ensure that 
all club members are registered voters. 

And, how about this for a 
possibility: have a Deputy Registrar 
available at all motorcycle races and 
events. With the fees paid by the 
county, a club could certainly pick up a 
few bucks for its treasury. 

ABSENTEE VOTERS 

There are two types of absentee 
voter: those who will be temporarily 
away from their residence on Election 
Day and those who are more or less

permanently away from their residence, 
such as military personnel. In either 
case, the law provides you with the 
opportunity to cast your ballot. 

Military personnel need only write to 
the County Clerk of the county in 
which they ‘legally’ reside and all 
registration material and ballots will be 
sent to them free of charge. 

If a non-military person is not 
registered, and is temporarily away from 
his legal residence, he may register by 
writing to the County Clerk of the 
county in which he legally resides and 
request the necessary registration forms. 

If a non-military person is already 
registered, but will be away from home 
on either of the Election Days, he can 
obtain an Absentee Ballot by contacting 
the County Clerk of the county in 
which he legally resides.

Well, there you have the framework 
for our Motor-Voter Campaign. We 
hope to locate the funding necessary to 
provide every motorcyclist in California 
who is registered to vote with a 
bumper-sticker which proclaims

representatives might have second 
thoughts about bad motorcycle 
legislation if they knew how many 
registered voters there are in the 
motorcycling ranks. What better way to 
let them know than to adorn our 
bumpers with “MOTOR-VOTER” 
stickers.

First: Several months ago I received a 
phone call from the P.R. man for Earl 
Muntz. It seemed as if Earl Muntz was 
getting into bikes. 

Those born before the Big Boom 
probably remember Earl Muntz as the 
used-car dealer who made a million with 
an absurd ad campaign that earned him 
the nick-name, Mad Man Muntz. 

Mad Man later opened up the first 
Kaiser-Frasier dealership and cleaned up 
there. Later, he invented the Muntz 
Stereo-Pak and made it possible for 
everyone to have taped music (or 
Musak) in the privacy of their very own 
automobile. 

Muntz, always the lover of fine 
gadgetry and functional machinery,

Champion Mike Bast, Dennis “the 
Mouse” Gildehaus, Rick Woods, Bill 
Cody, Ed Williams, Sumner McKnight, 
and the two Haserot brothers, Bruce 
and Greg.

OVER 1% MILLION M/C’S 
IMPORTED LAST YEAR 

Reflecting a tremendous increase in 
demand, motorcycle imports zoomed 
again in 1971, according to E.W. “Pete” 
Colman, President of the’ Motorcycle 
Industry Council. 

By the year’s end, Colman said, 
motorcycle imports had risen 41 
percent over 1970 to a total of nearly 
1,539,000 units. The value of 1971 
imports increased even more 


dramatically, 61 percent, and reached a . 


final amount of $495 million. The 
calculated duty paid on motorcycle 
imports expanded the coffers of the 
U.S. Treasury by nearly $30 million. 
The M.L.C. believes that the west coast 
dock strike during 1971 was at least 
partly responsible for import figures not 
being even higher than they were. 

Colman pointed out that the number 
of imports dropped only in one 
displacement class, under 50cc, to a 
total of 127,000 compared with the 
163,000 imported the previous year. All 
other classes showed moderate to 
substantial gains both in number and 
value. 

Exceptional increases were noted in 
the 90cc to 190cc class, which soared 
from 241,000 units in 1970, to more 
than 419,000 units in 1971 for a 
whopping gain of almost 74 percent. 
The largest class of motorcycle imports 
was the over 290cc group: which 
registered a 57 percent rise from 
299,000 to over 469,000. Values went 
up roughly in proportional amounts. ·
